We also want our children to understand that 
people have had an impact on this planet. 
And that we need to tend and care for 
creation even as we use the gifts of creation 
to make it possible to live. 



AN OVERVIEW OF OUR ACTIVITIES 



Our hope for this camp is for children to be safe, have fun and to learn peaceful ways to live with 
each other and all of creation. We will also have times when play is less structured so that the 
children can explore the woods in their own ways while still being closely supervised. 



ENVIRONMENTAL EDUCATION DAILY 

The children will explore the forest and do hands-on 
activities. We will give them several opportunities each 
day to observe the life of the forest. They will have a 
chance to tend the forest and gardens where several 
pollinator habitats support butterflies, insects and birds. 
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YOGA (2X/WK) 
Our Senior Minister, Rev. Michael, is a Registered 'Yoga 
Teacher (RYT-500). He will be leading the children 
twice a week in yoga meditations which lift up the 
sacred connection we have with creation. 



COMPASSIONATE COMMUNICATION (2X/WK) 
Our Associate Minister, Rev Ginnie, is trained in 
Compassionate Communication (NVC). She will lead 
interactive activities to help children communicate in 
the language of feelings and needs and stories without 
judgment.
